As a 
result of all of these unfavorable conditions in place of harvesting 
the largest tonnage of Aster seed on record we find that our supply 
will have to be marketed very carefully to supply the demands of 
our customers. Fortunately in most of the leading kinds like 
Royals, Perfections, Early and Late Branching, Kings, Imperials 
and Early and Late Uprights, we hope to be able to take care of all 
reasonable wants. 


We take great pleasure in announcing the introduction of several 
new varieties this season and also take particular satisfaction in 


assuring our customers that the quality of the seed we offer is fully 
up to our regular standard. Doubtless this book will reach the 
hands of florists who have not regularly ordered from us and to 
whom our prices may seem high. To such persons let us explain 
that it is our aim to furnish the best quality rather than the lowest 
price. No one ever made a success by hunting for the lowest priced 
seed. The quality of our Aster seed will be remembered by success- 
ful growers long after the price has been forgotten. It would be 
an easy matter for us to have our Aster seed grown in Europe or 
California and thus meet any competitive price, but we have no 
ambition along this line.

Don't risk your entire success on one variety or on one planting of a number of varieties. With 
a little experience you will soon find out what kinds do well on your land and in your market. Put 
in frequent sowings of these kinds every few days so that when soil conditions are right you will 
have plants ready to set out, neither too young nor too old. The cost of the seed of the plants not 
needed is a mere trifle compared with the success at which you aim. If you skimp on the seed 
needed in the first place and put in one planting only, possibly soil conditions may be unfavorable 
when your plants are ready to set. We always try to raise more plant@than we shall need. This 
year, planning for one hundred twenty-five acres of Asters, we put in enough seed in the first place 
to set out over two hundred acres. Asa result, we succeeded in getting in almost as large an acreage 
as we originally planned. If our Aster growers last spring had followed this plan, there would not 
have been such a scarcity of Asters this fall. This advice is offered in the hope and the confidence 
that it will increase the prosperity of our Aster growers who are engaged in a rapidly growing and 
an increasingly profitable industry.
